Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gomtlonen , 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report  on  the 

Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  the 

31st  Deconber  1951. 

The  main  features  of  interest  are  as  follows 

POPULATION  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  total  population  of 

Gosport  (civilian  and  non-civilian)  for  1951  is  61,710,  an 
increase  of  3,260  above  the  1950  population. 

BIRTHS  The  number  of  Live  Births,  1,048,  recorded  during  1951  shows  an 
increase  of  57  compared  with  1950.  The  Birth-Rate  for  Gosport, 
17.83,  compares  favourably  with  15.5  for  England  & Wales  and 
also  shows  a slight  increase  over  the  Gosport  Birth-Rate  for 
1950  (17.29) . 

DEATHS  The  Death-Rate,  11.5  per  1,000  population,  shows  no  change  from 
* v the  death-rate  for  1950  and  compares  favourably  with  the  Death- 
Rate  for  England  & Wales  which  rose  from  11.6  in  1950  to  12.5 
in  1951. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age 

fell  from  30  in  1950  to  22  in  1951,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  21.9  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  29.6 
for  England  & Wales. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  There  was  only  one  death  from  Maternal  Causes  in 

1951  as  in  1950. 

TUBERCULOSIS  DEATH  RATE  The  Tuberculosis  Death-Rate  in  Gosport  showed  a 

fall  from  0.32  per  1,000  population  in  1950  to 
0.22  in  1951  while  the  Rate  for  England  & Wales  only  fell  from 
0.36  in  1950  to  0.31  in  1951. 

CANCER  DEATH  RATE  The  C8ncer  Death-Rate  has  also  fallen  frem  1.74  per 

1,000  population  in  1950  to  1.44  in  1951. 

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  There  was  a decrease  in  the  number 

of  notifications  of  Whooping  Cough 
from  370  in  1950  to  215  in  1951  and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

On  the  other  hand  there  was  a big  increase  in  the  notificat- 
ions of  Measles  from  278  in  1950  to  1,579  in  1951.  There  were 
no  deaths  frem  this  disease  either. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  and  the  Scarlet 
Fever  notifications  fell  from  57  in  1950  to  35  in  1951  with  no 
' deaths. 

There  were  only  2 notifications  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis 
(Infantile  Paralysis)  and  no  deaths. 

Only  1 case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  12  in  1950. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Pneumonia  notificat- 
ions from  52  in  1950  to  55  in  1951,  as  well  as  in  the  number 
of  deaths  frem  6 in  1950  to  19  in  1951. 


NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (Cont'd) 


Tuberculosis  notifications  increased  frcm  89  in  1950  to  106 
in  1951  but  the  deaths  fell  from  19  in  1950  to  14  in  1951. 

HOUSING  According  to  Part  1 of  the  "Census  1951,  Great  Britain,  One 
per  Cent  Sample"  there  were  3.27  persons  per  household  in 
Gosport  in  1951  compared  with  3.62  in  1931  and  0.72  persons 
per  room  compared  with  0.76.  These  figures  are  approximately 
the  same  as  those  for  England  & Wales  but  the  percentage  of 
persons  in  Gosport  living  more  than  2 per  room  has  risen 
slightly  from  3.28 $ in  1931  to  3.89$  in  1951  whereas  the 
percentage  of  .persons  living  more  than  2 per  room  for  the 
whole  of  England  & Wales  has  fallen  from  6.94$  in  1931  to 
2.16$  in  1951.  However  these  are  but  the  findings  of  a one 
per  c ent  sample  of  the  1951  Census.  A more  complete  analysis 
may  give  different  results. 

NEW  HOUSES  The  number  of  permanent  houses  built  during  1951  was  292. 

This  makes  a total  of  2,066  permanent  houses  built  since 
the  end  of  the  war.  In  addition,  600  prefabricated  bungalows 
have  been  erected  during  the  post-war  period  and  169  war- 
destroyed  houses  rebuilt. 

APPLICANTS  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSES  The  number  of  Applicants  on  the  Waiting 

List  for  Council  Houses  was  1856  at  the 
end  of  December  1951.  No  applications  are  considered  from 
applicants  who  have  pot  been  living  or  employed  in  Gosport  for 
at  least  2 years,  excepting  members  of  families  living  in 
Gosport  who  are  in  the  Services  or  temporarily  residing  else- 
where. The  Local  Authority  re-housed  465  tenants  during  the 
year,  of  which  134  were  exchanges  or  transfers. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SCHEME  A total  of  96  Maternity  and  194  Other  cases 

received  help  under  this  scheme  during  the  year. 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  The  health  of  the  public  in  1951  was  satisfactory  as 

far  as  can  be  judged  by  the  statistical  and  other 
information  at  our  disposal. 


In  conclusion  I would  again  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  especially  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to 
my  Staff  for  their  diligence  and  help.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


The  main  supply  is  a typical  chalk  water  remaining  practically 
constant  in  quality,  neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  deposit  on 
standing.  It  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action.  It  is  hard  in  character 
but  is  muoh  softened  on  boiling.  The  water  is  chlorinated  before  it 
reaches  the  mains. 


The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  samples  taken,  for  which 
the  results  of  analysis  were  all  satisfactorys-

The  above  Table  shows  the  steady  increase  in  the  notified  oases  of 
Tuberculosis  (All  Forms)  from  1935  onwards  (both  in  the  actual  number  of 
notifications  and  in  the  incidence  rate  per  1,000  population  - the 
apparent  drops  in  the  years  1948  and  1950  were  due  to  removals  from  the 
T.  B.  Register  arising  from  reviews  made  in  those  years  of  all  cases  on 
the  Register. ) 

However,  the  Death  Rate  per  1,000  population  from  All  Forms  of 
Tuberculosis  during  the  same  period  has  maintained  a somewhat  steady 
fluctuation  between  0.4  and  0.8  (except  for  the  year  1944  when  the  rate 
was  0.99  - the  highest  recorded  - and  for  the  years  1950  and  1951 

when  the  rates  were  respectively  0.32  and  0.22  - the  lowest  recorded.)

Change  in  Estimates  of  Popula tion; - 

Previous  to  1950  - Estimate  was  of  Civilian  Population
